Bill to Hike Bond Interest 

Limit Signed by Governor 


Approval by Gov. Samuel H. 
Shapii-o of a legislative meas¬ 
ure increasinE from 5% to 8% 
the maximum interest rate 
that may be paid by higher 
education institutions In rev¬ 
enue bond sales will clear Ihe 
way for planning additional fa¬ 
cilities at Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity’s Southwestern campus. 

The governor's action amends 
the State College and Univer¬ 
sities Revenue Bond Act of 1967. 

Many building projects 
throughout t h e state were 
brought to a standstill as the 
result of a higher bond market 
in which bond sales were al¬ 
most impossible under the old 
5% interest limitation.' 

Interest rates on SIU projects 
have been running from 5.4% 
to 5.5%, Robert Gallegly. SIU 
treasurer, reported. He said 
SIU now can proceed with plan¬ 
ning future building projects, s. 

The governor's action does 
not affect the Illinois Building 
Authority, which also sells 
bonds to support higher educa¬ 
tion building projects. The 
building-authority also has been 
' experiencing trouble selling 
bonds at 5% or less. 

Pay Raises Vetoed 

Gov. Shapiro vetoed a bill 
that would have raised salaries 
ol Illinois legislators from $.9000 
to $12,000. The governor said 
the bill was inappropriate at a 
lime when the state is borrow- 
. ing money and “undergoing au¬ 
sterity to preclude a financial 
crisis." 

He also vetoed a bill that 
would raise the salaries of as¬ 
sociate circuit judges to the 
same as' that paid circuit 
judges. Circuit judges now re¬ 
ceive $25,000 a year, part of 
which J5 shared by the county. 

The governor signed into law, 
however, a bill which permits 
a county to raise the salary of 
the slate’s attorney to a maxi¬ 
mum of $10,300 in small coun¬ 
ties or $17,800' In larger 
counties. , 

The salAries would haye to 
be authorized by county boards 
and, where changes are made.

Bellevtile grade schools and 
the East St. Louis district as 
well as Madison schools face 
teacher strikes next week. 

Addressing himself to the 
East St- Louis school board 
and teacher .union Tuesday, 
State - Supt, R;ay Page said, 
“You are requested to continue 
every effort at negotiatoin . . . 
Mo arrive at a satisfactory cot- 
tract agreement." 

He recoidraended that schools 
not be opened by the board if 
.‘‘a full complement of teachers 
is not present and available on 
the first day of the school 
term." He also proposed that 
“payrolls be suspended pend¬ 
ing the opening of the schools, 
inasmuch as the board may not 
legally pay employes for not 
working." 

Page said-state aid would be 
halted if school is opened with- 
less than a full staff of teach¬ 
ers for all schools or if the 
opening is “delayed unreason¬ 
ably to the extent that the le¬ 
gally required days of pupil 
attendance cannot be met prior 
to June 30, 1969.” 

If either situation occurs, the 
East St. Louis district “will be 
placed on non-recognition status 
and therefore will be ineligible 
to file a state aid claim for the 
school year, 1988-69." the tele¬ 
gram concluded.

Mounflng Public 
Aid Load to Pul 
Illinois in Red 

Incroaaing relief loads are ex¬ 
pected to run the Illl&oia Public 
Aid fund into the red by $89 
million by this time next year, 
Public Aid Director Harold 
Swank said at Springfield this 
week. 

He said his department is 
hopeful obtaining a deficiency 
appropriation in the next ses¬ 
sion of the Illinois legislature 
by next March or April. Swank 
met Monday with the Public 
Aid Advisory Committee headed 
by Sen. William Carroll (R, 
Park Ridge). 

Recent court rulings, elim¬ 
inating Illinois' one-year occu¬ 
pancy requirement before be¬ 
coming eligible for public aid, 
are expected to substantially In¬ 
crease public aid rolls. The 
. courts held that the require¬ 
ment that a person live one 
‘ year in the state before receiv- 
' ing aid is unconstitutional. 

Aid Rolls Grow 

Swank said the department 
is finding an increase in the 
number of persons coming into 
Illinois from surrounding states 
where aid payments are not as 
large as those paid by Illinois. 

The Senate committee voted - 
during meeting Monday to 
continue its program of paying I 
for school examinations and im- I 
munization ol students whose i 
parents are receiving public I 
aid. Thei.ptlot project was be¬ 
gun about a year ago and ap¬ 
pears to be successful, Swank 
said. 

He reported that examina¬ 
tions have revealed many cases 
in which further treatment is 
needed. 

The committee also discussed 
new directives issued by the 
U. S. Department oV Health, 
Education and Welfare.

College Students 
May Register Now 
For Nov. Election 


GIRLS 


Students who will become 21 
years old on or before Nov, 6 
should register now for vot¬ 
ing before they leave for col¬ 
lege, Miss Eulalia Kotz, Madi- 
scn county clerk, has sug¬ 
gested. 

Oct. 7 Is the last day regis¬ 
trations may be accepted by 
any election authority In Illi¬ 
nois. 

The law requires a qualified 
voter to register in perswi with 
the county clerk or her deputy 
registrars. In most cases a stu¬ 
dent retains his parents’ resi¬ 
dence as his legal address un¬ 
til he establishes a permanent 
abode elsewhere. 

Persons who have moved Into 
Madison county from another 
county in Illinois are required 
to re-register now If they will 
have 90 days’ residence in the 
county by Nov. 5. 

Illinois now provides a short 
form ballot for president and 
vice-president only for persons 
moving into Illinois since No¬ 
vember, 1967. 

Persons who have resided In 
this state less than one year or 
In the county less than 90 days, 
but who will have resided in 
the election precinct 60 days 

to vote for presidential or vice- 
presidential electors In any 
other county or state, are en¬ 
titled to vote' for the two of¬ 
fices. 

In such cases, application 
must be made in person at the 
county clerk's office not more 
thqn 90 days nor less than 30

Revisioa of the Southern Illi¬ 
nois University Cerbondate 
campus motor vehicle regula- 
tiens to provide for both vehicle 
registration fees and parking 
fees has been approved by the 
board of trustees. 

Registration fees, which en¬ 
title the.vehicle to a silver de¬ 
cal, will be increased, effective 
with the fall quarter, to 10 per 
vehicle per year. The annual 
fee has been $3. All students 
authorized to have vehicles 
must pay the silver decal fee. 

A separate parking fee was 
authorized by tbe board if ths 
vehicle is to be perked on tiw 
Inner campus. Persons author¬ 
ized to have a blue decal and 
who dnire to park in restricted 
lota near the loop drive will 
pay a toul of |49 tor the 1968-09 
year. It is anticipated this fee 
may be increased to $65 for tba 
1969-70 BChotd year. 

Red decals will cost |2S this 
year and permit parking in lots 
other than those designated for 
blue decals. The fee would in¬ 
crease to 130 for the 1969-79 
schotd year. 

Silver decals would be re¬ 
quired of all students not 
eligible for red decals and 
wt^d permit off-campus park¬ 
ing and daytime parking in can- 
tain designated lots on ths 
periphery of the campus. 

The board of trustees action 
Is designed to establish a traffic 
and parking revenue fund which 
could be used as a basis for a 
future bond issue to esublish 
addiUonal paricing facilities. It 
also is exited to encoursgs 
more efficient use of existing 
parking facilities. 

The board also authorized ths 
use of parking meters where 
rapid turnover of parking is 
deemed essential. 

Parking and traffic control 
problems have been under study 
by a university committee for 
more than a year. 

Tbe trustees recommended 
that the Southwestern campus 
administration develop a park¬ 
ing fee policy consistent with 
the future needs of that campus.

The firet of three option* ptopooed for 
dowtown Granite City development by the SlU 
Business Research Bureau was discussed in the 
last issue. It called for the area to become little 
more than a neighborhood shopping center. 

The alternative to such a limited outlook, 
the researchers point out, is to plan ratber ex¬ 
tensive improvement programs: 

"The next logical step to Option I would 
be to improve the existing situation in such a 
way that the central business district could be 
deHned as a regional shopping arta. This plan. 
Option II, would involve only a minimum num¬ 
ber of alterations to the downtown area. 

■’Such improvement programs would in¬ 
clude an analysis of traffic flow to provide »«“*'■ 
mum centra] business district accessibility l.» all 
potential shoppers in-the general area; a real at¬ 
tempt to increase parking facilities adjacent to 
and within the district, resulting in parking with¬ 
in 400 to 600 feet of toe shopping; increasing 
parking facilities regardless t^f the 400-600--foot 
distance in order to achieve a reasonable ratio of 
retail sales to available parking; further reno¬ 
vation of downtown buildings and areas to im¬ 
prove the general appearance; and encourage¬ 
ment of new enterprise* to improve the mer¬ 
chant mix in order to attract more shoppers. 

“Goods and services most needed accord¬ 
ing to a survey of the businessmen are a restau¬ 
rant and cocktail lounge, department store, large 
supermarket and entertainment facilities. In a 
house-to-house survey, lack of eating facilities 
was an important category of response, as was 
the need for entertainment facilities.

"Since maintenance of this 
portion of the bridge is the re¬ 
sponsibility of the Illinois Ter¬ 
minal Railroad Co., the railroad 
company should be requested to 
advise the bridge manager of 
Its schedule for painting." 

Spans In Good Condition 

In its inspection of the main 
spana of the superstructure, the 
engineers reported that while 
the west bank of the river was 
found fo be in good condition, 
the east bank has experienced 
additional erosion. 

“As noted in previous re¬ 
ports," the engineers said, 
“about 300 feet of the east bank 
has been eroding away, starting 
at a point about 250 feet north 
of the bridge.” Pointing out 
that the situation has been 
brought to the attention of the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
the report suggested that the 
area be kept under surveillance. 

Projects remaining to be done 
from the 1966 report include 
straightening of a pole at the 
end of the north truss, $350; 
and cleaning and painting of all 
steelwork in the main spans.
